TUTICORIN PORT TRUST 

THE TUTICORIN PORT TRUST EMPLOYEES (RETIREMENT) 

AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 2000 

hi exercise ofthe powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of 
Trustees of the Tuticorin Port hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Tuticorin Port Trust Employees 
(Retirement) Regulations, 1979, under section 124 ibid, namely :— 

(1) These regulations may by called “The Tuticorin Port Trust Employees (Retirement) Amendment Regulations, 
2000 ”. 

(2) In the Tuticorin Port Trust Employees (Retirement) Regulations, 1979 :— 

(i) for the existing entries at Regulation No. 3, the following shall be substituted :— 

Age of Retirement :—Except as otherwise provided specifically, every employee of the Board shall retire from 
the services of the Board on the afternoon of the last day of the month in which he/she attains the age of 58 
years. 

(a) Provided that an employee of the Board whose date ofbirthisthe 1st day ofthe month, shall retire from the 
services of the Board on the afternoon of the last day of the preceding month, on attaining the age of 58 years. 

(b) Provided that the Class IV employee of the Board, who entered service prior to the commencement of these 
regulations, shall retire on superannuation on the afternoon of the last day of the month in which they attain the 
age of 60 years. 
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(c) Provided that a Class IV employee of the Board who entered sendee prior to the commencement of these 
regulations and whose date of birth is the 1st day of the month, shall retire from the services of the Board on the 
afternoon of the last day of the preceding month, on attaining the age of 60 years 

(ii) for the existing entries at Regulation No. 4 the following shall be substituted :— 

Re-employment after retirement :—No employee of the Board shall be granted extension of service beyond 
the age of retirement.
